TALKED WITH M’ADOO

NEW YORK, Jan. 50. —- Bernard Ba- 
ruch, Wall street speculator, $50,000 con- 
tributor to the last Democratic cam- 
paign fund and heavy short seller in the 
stormy days preceding the issuance of 
President Wilson’s recent peace note, 
testified at the ‘“leak’’ inquiry today 
that his profits on the market between 
Dec. 10 and Dec. 23 were $476,168. 

Every cent of this profit, he declared, 
was due to his foresight in interpreting 
speeches by Von Bethmann-Hollweg and 
David Lloyd-George as to what was 
coming. Not a single transaction he 
made, he said, was influenced by ad- 
vance information that the President 
was about to dispatch a peace note. He 
received no such information, he said, 
and added that he had no secret sources 
of information in Washington on which 
he based any of his stock operations. 

As proof of his assertion that he was 
unawere that a note was forthcoming 
from the President, he was on the buy- 
ing side of the market when news of it 
became public, he said. Neither he nor 
any other men would have been caught 
in such a position, he declared, if he had 
foreseen the note: 

Overlooked Ticker “Tip.” 

Baruch also pointed out several other 
errors he made on the market during 
the 13-day period of his -profit-caking.

DR. DERNBURG ANALYZES 
WILSON’S PEACE SPEECH 


New Lesson From New World Which Cannot 


Be Earnestly Enough Examined, He Says 
— President Absolutely Neutral.

BERLIN, Jan. 30.—The moral yeast of 
President Wilson's message continues 
its leavening. work here surprisingly, 
and while there is no hope of its lead- 
ing to practical results in the near fu- 
ture—no hope that it can forestall the 
expected horrible manslaughter in 
spring superoffensives—it nevertheless 
has not failed to leave a lasting im- 
pression on the hearts and heads of 
men here, and the new Monroe Doc- 
trine continues to be discussed all over 
Germany. 


Article by Dr. Dernburg. 

In a remarkable analytical article in 
the Tageblatt, Dr. Bernhard Dernburg 
writes: 

“President Wilson's new doctrine sets 
up an ideal—maximum conditions, in 
war parlance. He can hardly believe 
his proposals can b& realized at once, 
and completely. But he brings a new 
lesson ffom out the New World and 
has thrown the whole power of this 
New World, with its total of inhabi- 
tants greater than England, France 
and Italy, into the scale, and an- 
nounces that he will not let up with 
his demands. 

In the estimation of Europe, Wilson 
may be 50 or more years ahead of his 
time, but he hopes that the great need 


of the hour And the strength of con- 


viction of this greatest white nation on 
earth will carry torn and bleeding Eu- 
rope with him. And to this end he of- 
fers his active help. 


“Far from the scene of the struggle, 
without direct interest in either of the 
combatants, from a lofty standpoint 
he has outlined his peace program. This 
time he was absolutely neutral, if ever. 
To realize this it is sufficient to note 
how particularly our enemies reject 
Wilson. 

“Apply his main principles to our 
eastern enemy. Wilson demands an 
American constitutional life for Eu- 
rope, too. But where in Russia is Lin- 
coln’s government of, by and for the 
people to be found, or where no taxa- 
tion without representation? Peoples 
are not to be passed from one poten- 
tate to another as if they were chat- 
tels—but how about the cutting up Tur- 
key? Who constantly speaks of the 
necessary balance of power? The en- 
tente. 

“Apply President Wilson’s demands to 
England and France and you get the 
same disappointing results. Who de- 


stroys and hinders the weedom of the 
seas, cables and mails? England. Who 
until recent years prevented Russia frov.: 
getting an outlet to the Mediterranean? 
England again, and France. From us 
too much is demanded—without con® 
promising it won't go, says President 
Wilson. 
Claims Alsace-Lorraine. 

But according to the principles of 
nationalities Alsace-Lorraine belongs tv 
Germany and not to France. Rivers are 
hardly even boundaries between nations. 
It is the mountains that separate them. 
The Vosges are the natural boundary. 

To German Poland, too, Mr. Wil- 
son's principles have no application if 
the President considers the fact. Yes, 
he will give them minority rights, but 
in the mixed populated Prussian dis- 
tricts of Posen, Bromberg, Danzig, Al- 
lenstein and Marienburg there live over 
2,000,000 Germans and only 180,000 Poles. 
Over Silesia there can be no discussion. 

„All the great nations are to have 
access to the seas. This will include 
Poland as well as Switzerland. Amid 
unanimous approval Count Tisza has 
declared Austria-Hungary's attitude to 
President Wilson’s program, and Ger- 
many’s, too. 

„We should have a few items to add to 
President Wilson’s program. The free- 
dom of the seas must include the priu- 
ciple of the open door. 

Ihe youth of Europe is bleeding to 
death; immense capital values are de- 
stroyed; the physicai developinent of the 
nations is seriously menaced, and the 
general power of resistance of a whole 
continent is being broken. Under these 
circumstances one cannot earnestly 
enough examine even very far-seeing 
proposals. The European world knows 
that President Wilson was actuated by 
nobie and upright motives to undertake 
this. He stands on a great moral height 
and must be estimated accordingly.” 


Spanish Premier Discusses Reply to 
Wilson’s Peace Note. 
MADRID, Jan. 30.—Discussing Spain’s 
answer to President Wilson’s peace note 
with the editor of the Mundo, Premier 

Romanones said: 

“The Government is satisfied with. 
what it has done and will consequent- 
ly keep to the views expressed in its 
note. The note to President Wilson was 
drawn up with the double object of af- 
firming again in a categorical manner 
our neutrality and putting Spain in a 
position with the other countries which 
will permit her to intervene efficaciously 
for peace at the proper time.”

ST. LOUIS LEADING RIVER 
PORT; 336 VESSELS ENROLLED 


Customs Report Shows Aggregate 
Tonnage on Regular Call Is 28,790, 
Signifying Big Growth. 

St. Louis is declared to be the largest 
river port in the United States, in the 
report made by Collector of Customs 
Rothwell for 1916, copies of which were 

made public today. 

This city, the report says, last year 
had 336 steam vessels enrolled as mak- 
ing this port regularly. Comparisons 
with the last five years are made, and 
a steady increase in number of vessels 
and in tonnage is shown since 1912. In 
that year there were 121 vessels, with 
a tonnage of 18,033 tons. The 336 ves- 
sels enrolled last year had an aggre- 
gate of 28,790 tons. 

The collector is charged with the en- 
forcement of laws for the safety of 
life on motor craft, of which there are 
about 6000 in the St. Louis district. In 
223 cases, in the last year, fines were 
imposed on owners who neglected to 
comply with the law. The collector 
also shares responsibility with the lo- 
cul steamboat inspectors for seeing that 
excursion steamers are not overloaded. 
No loss of life occurred in the last year 
in the St. Louis district, although more 
than 600,000 excursion passengers were 
carried.

Two Arkansas Men Say Poolroom

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SENATORS LOAFING 
N THE JOB At

Only 19 Bills Engrossed—Wolf 
Bounty Increase Put Ahead 
of State-Wide Measures. 


HOUSE WORKING BETTER 


Indications Are That Present 
Legislative Session Will Ac- . 
complish Less Than Last One.

Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 30.—-Four 

of the 10 weeks of the legislative 

session are gone with practically 


nothing accomplished and the present 
systematic and seemingly carefully 
studied delay by the Senate leads to 
the belief that the 70-day period will 
end with even less done than by the 
Legislature of two years ago. 

The Senate has not passed even one 
bill and has engrossed only 19, few 
of which are more important than the 
first one, a measure by Senator Bald- 
win increasing the bounty on wolf 
scalps from $6 to $10. 

The haste with which this measure 
was advanced in the Senate over bills 
of State-wide importance, such as the 
prison reform bill, measures for im- 
proving conditions at the State insti- 
tutions and for producing revenue, 
it would seem that the wolf menace 
in Missourl was considered to be of 
most dangerous proportions. 


Minor Bills Take Up Time. 
Other measures which have octupled 


the brief sessions of the Senate deal 
largely with technical changes in the 
real estate mortgage laws of the State, 
and include such bills as the two intro- 
duced by Senator Gardner increasing 
the salary of the Circuit Clerk of St. 
Louis County, and abolishing the con- 
tingent fund of the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney’s office. 

The Senate has not considered one 
bill of State-wide interest. 

Conditions in the House are better. 
Speaker Watson appointed his commit- 
tees early and many of them have been 
at work for three weeks. Many House 
bills have been reported and a number 
have been passed, but no matter how 
diligently the House works, the Senate, 
by its delay, stops all legislation. 

The delay means that as the session 
draws to a close, the Senate calendar 
will be clogged with bills which will die 
because of lack of time, just as hun- 
dreds of bills died two years ago, in- 
cluding nearly all the measures of im- 
portance. 


How ‘Senate Became Clogged. 
Under the Senate rules, when this 


clogged condition exists, only those bills 
to which there is no opposition will be 
considered, and there always is some 
opposition to measures of importance. 
It is the Senate system during the clos- 
ing days to call the roll in alphabetical 
order and permit each Senator to call 
up any one bill he chooses. If one Sen- 
ator objects to a consideration of that 
bill, he is permitted to call another, 
and so on until he finds one of so lit- 
tle importance that nobody objects to it. 

Even before this rule is adopted the 
mass of business which piles up in the 
closing days is such that proper con- 
sideration of important matters ‘is not 
given, and legislation is enacted which 
must be done over again at the next 
session. Two years ago the bill to abol- 
ish the contract labor system at the 
penitentiary was permitted to drag along 
until almost the last day of the session, 
and then it was passed in such condition 
that the system was abolished without 
any provision being made for State em- 
ployment of convicts. This year the 
Legislature must make that provision. 

So far, the Senate has limited its ses- 
sions nearly every day to about 30 min- 
utes, in the morning. A few days it has 
deen in session from 10 o'clock unti! 
noon, and on two or three days, such 
as the day the Lamm-Gardner contest 
was taken up and the day William J. 
Bryan addressed the Legislature, it met 
for a short time in the afternoon. 

Forced Adjournment at 3 P. M. 

The Senate at the beginning of the 
session indicated its intention of devot- 
ing as little time as possible to consid- 
eration of State business by adopting a 
rule that for the first 40 days of the 
session the adjournment should be not 
later than 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 
and that if still in session at that hour, 
the President of the Senate should de- 
clare it adjourned for the day. It never 
meets before 10 o'clock in the morning 
and the adjournment for luncheon al- 
ways is at least two hours. 

Each Friday since the Legislature 
convened the Senate has adjourned be- 
fore noon until 2:30 Monday afternoon. 
This enables Kansas City and St. Louis 
Senators to take noon trains for thoir 
homes and to return Monday on trains 
reaching Jefferson City after noon. 

Gov. Gardner has avoided giving a di- 
rect answer to questions as to whether 
he would convene the Legisiature in 
special session after the adjournment of 
the regular session in the middle of 
March, in case the important adminis- 
tration measures were not adopted, but 
informed persons here believe the pres- 
ent system of delay will cause a specia| 
session if the bills are to be passed in 
a form satisfactory to the administra- 
tion. 

There is a widespread opposition to 
the Hawes good roads bill, the prison 

reform bill and the bill for a central 
board of control for eleemosynary insti- 
tutions. 

It is said that nearly every member of 
the House has an amendment to the 
good roads bills, and that most of them 
propose to oppose the bills unless their 
amendments are included.

tributed carefully, although’ stocks of 
provisions this year are scantier than 
in the two previous years of the war, 
said Adolph von Batocki, president of 
the Food Regulation Board, in an ad- 
dress yesterday, which was prompted 
by the present troubles in food dis- 
tribution. 

Reckoning five pounds of potatoes as 
equal in food value to one pound of 
grain, Von Batocki figured the total 
supply available for man and beast as 
equivalent to 2,000,000 tons of grain less 
than last year, since the increase of 
4,000,000 tons in the grain harvest is 
more than counterbalanced by the de- 
crease in the potato crop, amounting 
to 30,000,000 tons. 

Other Supplies Affected. 

The shortage of potatoes also affects 
the supply of meat, milk, butter, etc., 
since it has necessitated utilization of 
turnips for food and prohibition of the 
use of grain for fodder. Each hundred- 
weight of turnips of which the cattle 
are deprived means a reduction of 15 
quarts in the milk supply. 

The foodstuffs captured in Rumania 
furnish a welcome and valuable addi- 
tion, Von Batocki said, but owing to 
transport difficulties will be available 
only gradually. 

The problem of food supply is being 
brought home to residents of Berlin in 
the most direct manner by the discus- 
sions regarding the introduction of a 
standard bread. The proposed abolish- 
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ment of wheaten rolls and the issue of 


uniform loaves of mixed rye and wheat 
are objectionable both to those whe 


long for the tastier rolls and to tie] 


working population, which will have to 
pay more for the mixed loaf than fr 
the present rye bread. However, the au- 
thorities declare, the change is inevi- 
table, in order to obtain the maximum 
amount of bread from a given quantity 
of flour. Otherwise the weekly bread 
ration would have to be reduced. 
Causes of Bread Problem. 

The difficulties are due not to any re- 
duction in the total supply for Ber- 
lin, but to the fact that the better 
classes, which formerly consumed only 
part of their bread ration, are now us- 


‘| ing it down to the last roll. Another fac- 


tor consists of the supplementary ra- 
tions issued to the working classes to 
eke out inadequate supplies of other ar- 
ticles of food. 

The bread problem also has been ac- 
centuated recently by the severe win- 
ter conditions, which not only have 
crippled the transportation service, but 
have prevented farmers from opening po- 
tato cellars and exposing their potatous 
to the risk of freezing in transit. Some 
municipalities are unable to issue po- 
tatoes this week. Charlotenburg, one ot 
the richest Berlin municipalities, is in 
this situation. 

These conditions, coupled with the 
trouble of obtaining bread on breal 
cards and the shortage in the meat sup- 
ply, have caused many well-to-do per- 
sons to tako advantage of the munici- 
pal food kitchens, where a nourishing 
and appetizing ration is obtainable. 
Among these persons are the members 
of several American families, who are 


not influenced by financial considera-! 


tions.

A. Los SHOES 
GO ALE AROUND 
WORLD 10 RUSSIA 


Shipments Made Nearly 15,000 
Miles by Pacific Route, Partly 
by. Parcel Post. 


American-made shoes are in such de- 
mand in Russia that nearly 40,000 pairs 
‘are being shipped monthly from St. 
Louis half around the world to Moscow. 
Shipping charges make the price almost 
double what they are in St. Louis. All 
of the local manufacturers are partici- 
pating in the trade. 

The Russian Government limits, freight 
on the Grand Siberian Railway to ship- 
ments for military purposes, . Arch- 
angel, the only northern port f Rus- 
Sia, has been closed since early in 
November. Therefore, St. Louis shoes 
are shipped as freight to Vancouver, 
B. C., across the Pacific by steamer to 
Kobe, Japan, and thence by steamer 
across the Japan Sea to Vladivostok. 
There they are taken from their original 
large packing cases and in special con- 
tainers, each holding four pairs, they 
are sent to their consigneés over the 
Grand Siberian Railway as parcel post. 


Manner of Shipment Described. 
C. M. Chavez, general manager of the 


foreign department of the Internationa! 
Shoe Co., which is shipping from 20,000 
to 30,000 pairs of shoes to Moscow. each 
month by this method, told the details 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter of the cir- 
cuitous shipping. 

The fregiht charge to Vancouver on 
10,000 pairs of shoe, Chavez said, is $675. 
The steamer tariff from Vancouver to 
Kobe and across the Japan Sea is $1327 
and the postage to Moscow from Vladi- 
vostok is $750. The shoes are packed in 
special containers of fiber boxes, sealed 
in a cloth covering, at an outlay of 25 
cents for each container, adding $625 to 
the cost of such a shipment. 

In Moscow and other Russian cities, 
St. Louis shoes, priced here at $4 to 
$7, are being sold for from. $8 to $12 
a pair, Chavez said. The same shoes 
would sell here for from $4 to $7 
a pair. All are of the better grade, 
or dress shoes, none being furnished 
for the army. The distance the shoes 
travel is more than 16,000 miles. 

The ordinary short route for ship- 
ments from the United States to Rus- 
sia is from New York or other Atlan- 
tic seaports to Archangel, about one- 
fifth as far as by the Pacific route. 

Local Factories Get Advantage. 

The closing of Archangel as a port 
until May has given local shoe manu- 
facturers an advantage” over their 
eastern competitors, on account of the 
cost of shipments from the Atlantic 
coast to the Pacific coast. 

Deliveries of shoes in Moscow are 
slow, Chayes said, some of the deal- 
ers having’ not yet having received 
shipments made two months. aro.

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Second Public Hearing Sched- 
uled Before Ways and Means 
Committee of State Senate. 


By a Staff dee of the Post- 


JEFFERSON 21 T. Te. 30.—The Sen- 
ate Ways and Means Committee tonight 
will hold its second public ‘caring on 
bills to abolish the giving of trading 
stamps by department stores and mer- 
chants, and the giving of premium cou- 
pons by tobacco manufacturers and 
others. 

The first hearing on the bills last 
Thursday evening brought to the capital 
attorneys and merchants representing 
both sides of the trading stamp ques- 
tion. Ernest A. Green, a St. Louis at- 
torney, represents merchants who do 
not give trading stamps and who are 
behind the bills. 

Opposed to the bills are Morton Jour- 
dan, representing the Liggett & Myers 
Tobacco Co.; W. C. Irwin of Jefferson 
City, Albert D. Nortoni, former Judge 
of the St. Louis Court of Appeals, rep- 
resenting a national organization of 
companies, such as soap companies, 
which give coupons redeemable in pre- 
miums; Election Commissioner Thomas 
L. Anderson of St. Louis, Mortimer 
Levy and Mrs. William S. Utter of St. 
Louis. 


Daniel C. Nugent Favors Bills. 


One of the principal speakers in favor 
of abolishing trading stamps, at the 
hearing last week, was Daniel C. Nu- 
gent of B. Nugent & Bro. Dry Goods 
Co. of St. Louis. Mrs. Utter, Levy and 
others spoke against the bills. 

The argument advanced by the advo- 
cates of the measure is that the trading 
stamp is a tax which the dealer in- 
cludes in the price of the goods sold, it 
being explained that when a customer 
‘has $100 worth of stamps he is entitled 
to receive $2 in cash or .-.50 in merchan- 
dise. The committee was told that the 
public was deluded into the belief that 
it was receiving something for nothing, 
and that in reality it paid higher prices 
for goods purchased. 


truth of these arguments, contending 
that trading stamps merely gave to the 
customer a 2%-per-cent discount for 
cash, the stamps being issued only with 
cash purchases. They told the commit- 
tee the retail merchants always re- 
ceived a discount of from 2 to 2% per 
cent from the wholesale dealers for cash 
and that the consumer who paid cash 
was entitled to the same concession. 


Deny Charging Higher Prices. 
They denied that higher prices were 


charged for goods and insisted that if 
an attempt was made to charge more, 
the buyers would purchase from stores 
which offered the best bargains. The 
cost to the retail merchants of the trad- 
ing stamps, the committee was told, is 
made up in increased volume of business 
and in receiving cash for goods sold, a 
large saving being made in the book- 
keeping and collection departments 
maintained by stores doing a credit 
business. 

The Eagle Trading Stamp Co., one of 
the larger concerns engaged in the busi- 
ness of supplying merchants with 
stamps, is directing the effort to defeat 
the bills. 

Although the bills are in the Legisla- 
ture as revenue producing measures, 
each providing a tax on the ‘business 
done by merchants giving them, all of 
the arguments in their behalf at the 
first hearing were along the line that 
the trading stamp should be driven out 
of existence, and it was admitted it 
was ¢he purpose of the bills to make 
the tax so heavy no merchant would 
use them. 


Scope of Bille Sweeping. 
The bills are known as trading stamp 


bills, but their provisions extend to any 
stamps, coupons, tickers, certificates, 
cards or similar devices,’’ which entitle 
the holder to money or merchandise. 
They thus apply to tobacco, cigar and 
other coupons which have a redeemable 
value, Two bilis introduced in the House 
by Representative Sprague of St. Louis 
County have been reported favorably by 
the committee to which they were re- 
ferred and are on the calendar for en- 
grossment. A third bill introduced by 
Sdhator Kinney is before the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee for action. 
Opponents of the bill are attempting to 
induce the committee to report it un- 
favorably.

The body of William Dischert, 56 years 


old, former St, Louisan, who wes shot 
and Killed last Friday in his home at 


San Antonio, Tex., by his stepdaughter, 
Mrs. Joe Allala, 16 years old, will de 
brought to St. Louis for burial. ‘Bt. 


Louis relatives and friends of Dischert, 
who was wealthy, received informa- 
tion of the shooting yesterday. 

Dischert operated a vehicle manufac- 
turing business at Nineteenth and Mor- 
San streets for 26 years, but since his 
retirement several years ago he had 
spent his time managing his extensive 
real estate holdings. He spent last win- 
ter in St. Louis at the e Albany Hotel, 
4878 Page boulevard, with his wife and 
her young daughter, Ruth. Mrs. Allala 
and her husband also visited the fam- 
ily at the Albany. 

Mrs. Allala’s mother was Dischert's 
third wife, She was a St. Louie wom- 
an and she married. Dischert only a 
few years ago. Shortly after she mar- 
ried him, the daughter, Lilian, who 
did the shooting, then only 14 years old, 
eloped and married Joe Allala. Allala 
is now a militiaman stationed at Co- 
lumbus, N. M. 

According 0 dispatches from San An- 
tonto, Mrs. Allala declared she shot her 
stepfather in defense of her mother. 

He was crazed at the time, she said. 
“He was hurt several years ago and 
at times it affected his mind. He threat- 


ened my mother and attempted to do 


her violence, I jerked a gun out of a 


closet. I did not know I had shot him. 


The bullet penetrated Dischert’s head, 
Mrs. Allala was arrested and released 
on $1000 bond. She had been visiting 
ner mother some time, but had told 
reighbors that she expected to leave 
soon. 

Dischert is survived by two brothers 
in St. Louis, George C., proprietor of a 
carriage factory at 915 Wash street, and 
Herman, and a sister, Mrs. Christ Al- 
brecht of 2534 Salisbury street. His sis- 
ter yesterday requested the Public Ad- 
ministrator to take charge of his St. 
Louis property, estimated to be worth 
$20,000. He also had property at Wood 
River, lll. He began work as a wagon 
maker in St. Louis in 1876 and in 1883, 
after learning the trade, he started his 


own business. In 1911 he sold out and 


has traveled 1 de l since then.

The Colonel's criticiam of the President's out- 
line of the principles that should govern a league 
of peace is marred by gross misrepresentation. 
He seizes the phrase “peace without victory” and 
gives it a contemptible interpretation which is 
directly opposite to that intended by the Presi- 
dent—directly opposite to the meaning as the 
President actualy defined it in clear language. He 
classes Mr. Wilson with the tories of 1776 and the 
copperheads of 1864. He launches ‘he curse of 
Meroz” against him. No epithet is too vile for 
his use. He sums up the President's proposal in 
the following extraordinary sentence: 

Mr. Wilson asks the world to accept a cop- 
perhead peace of dishonor, a peace ‘without 
victory for the right, a peace designed to let 
wrong triumph, a peace championed in reutral 
countries by the apostles of timidity and reed. 
Every intelligent man who read Mr. Wilson's 

address knows that he meant the opposite. He 
himself defined the phrase as meaning a peace 
without a victor’s terms, that is, without the in- 
justice and humiliation which a conqueror fs in- 
clined to force upon the conquered. So far from 
advocating peace without right and “designed to 
let wrong triumph” nearly his whole address was 
| directed to the argument that peace is worthless 
without a foundation of right or with the triumph 
of wrong. He insisted that enduring peace could 
only be obtained on a basis of equal rights among 
nations—of justice to great and small. He op- 
poses conquest and pleads for the right of all na- 
tions to determine how they shall be governed. 
If Mr. Wilson’s attitude towards peace is to be 
compared with that of any men, it should be com- 
pared to the attitude of Lincoln and Grant in 
our Civil War. Both wanted the triumph of what 
they conceived to be right—the union and free- 
dom—but both stood against the victor’s terms. 
They wanted no penalty or vengeance visited on 
the South, but the restoration of equal rights in 
the Union. .

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THE OPERA HOUSE PROJECT. Ji 

The St. Louisans who are forming a syndicate 
to build an opera house on Lindell boulevard, 
opposite the St. Louis Club, deserve popular sup- 
port. We have had a great deal of talk about 
such an institution for a long time. Talk alone | 
never yet built an opera house or anything elee. 
These men have acted. They have come for- 
ward with a definite plan. They have put their 
own money into it. They are seeking ‘help and 
they should get it. ei 

There is a divérsity of opinion as to whether 
the location chosen is the most desirable for the 
purpose. Other sites have been suggested and 
each suggestion has had merit. The difference is 
that in the present case a site already has been 
procured and there are many things in its favor. 

As Edward A. Faust, the prime mover in the 
project, has pointed out, the location is in the 
heart ef the uptown amusement district, with un- 
surpassed street car and automobile facilities. 
Topographically it is one of the three highest 
points in the city. Lindell boulevard is the prin- 
cipal east and west boulevard, while, a block 
‘away from the site, is Grand avenue, already a 
principal north and south thoroughfare. It — 
rapidly becoming a street of institutions, passing 
the St. Louis Club, the new Cathedral, Moolah 
Temple, the Columbian Club, many fine homes, 
the Jefferson Memorial, the principal entrance to 
Forest Park and leading to Washington Uni- 
versity. 

The proposed temple of music is not to be a 
thing built for a day, as Mr. Faust remarks, but 
is ts be a monument to the city’s progress.

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AN AMERICAN ‘‘ATROOITY.’’ 

Americans who have wondered at the celerity 
with which insignificant incidents have been 
magnified into stories of war atrocities in Eu- 
rope have a fine opportunity of seeing such a 
legend in the making right at their own doors. 
Yesterday’s riot of Mexican women at El Paso is 
typical. 
Because of a typhoid fever scare, health author- 
ities at the international boundary insisted that 
‘all persons entering Texas from Mexico be re- 
quired to bathe. The order was aimed at a large 
number of women who live in Juarez but work 
as house servants in El Paso. With the news, 
irresponsible rumors were spread which drove 
them into a frenzy. 

They believed that they were to be plunged into 
some inflammable material; that American sol- 
diers would take photographs of them at their 
ablutions, So they tied up traffic on the inter- 
national bridge, wrecked trolley cars and mobbed 
conductors and motormen. The Mexican authori- 
ties are trying to quiet them through an arrange- 
ment whereby they can bathe in Juarez and cer- 
tificates that they have done so will be accepted 
by the American authorities. 

Notwithstanding this it is quite probable that 
the grandchildren of these women will de re- 
lating tales of the American ‘‘atrocity” of 1917.

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PREPAREDNESS FOR PEACE OR WAR. 

With plenty of food in the country, there is 
hunger in Russian cities. With plenty of men 
and increasing numbers of guns, Russia’s armies 
have been handicapped by inability to get quick- 
ly to places where they were most needed. Sup- 
plies have congested at Viadivostock and Arch- 
angel when the need for them at the front was 
imperious. All of these things have been caused 
by one weakness—lack of proper means of distri- 
bution.

efficent manner is in itself an art. 

One of the best known city planners today is 
Mr. Nelson P. Lewis, a civil engineer who for 
years has held an important position in the em- 
ploy of the City of New York. What is his 
definition? “The exercise of such foresight as 
will promote the orderly and sightly development 
of a city and its environs along rational lines with 
due regard for health, amenity and convenience 
and for its commercial and industrial advance- 
ment.” 

How many of our citizens and taxpayers ever 
thought of city planning in such a light? What 
does this definition say atout marble arches and 
silyer-plated lamp posts? Even the city plan- 
ners who have laid more stress on the esthetic 
in their definitions have taken the utmost care 
to assure us that civic art céases to be art when 
it is not practical. 

A city laid out according to a rational and 
scientific plan is certain to be a city that is at- 
tractive. 

What is the latest project made public by our 
city planning authorities here in St. Louis? An 
idle dream of the “city beautiful?’ Far from it— 
the prevention of floods in our city, with the 
enormous losses resulting therefrom; the recla- 
mation of a thousand acres of good land for 
manufacturing purposes; the construction of a

Miss McQuade, who has been Proba- 

tlon Officer in the Domestic Relations 


Court since its creation in New York in 
1910, and who served seven years in 


other courts in that city prior to that 


time, has reconciled more warring hus- 
bands and wives than any other human 
being in New York City. She disagreeg 
with the men who have concurred in de- 
ciding that a husband should not be 
compelled to turn an intact pay envelope 
over to his wife. 

“They are wrong.“ Miss McQuade as- 
sured me. Where a man’s income is 
large it is best, perhaps, for him to ad- 
minister his own money and give his 
wife a liberal allowance for her person- 
al use, but where children are numerous 
and wages small he will do well to turn

Money Troubles in Families of Small 
Incomes, 

“The habit of giving the envelope tu 
the wife is universal among husbands 
and wives who seek redress from each 
other in this courtroom. Practically all 
our cases concern men earning less than 
$20 a week and the greater number with 
incomes of $12 and $15. All these men 
have been in the habit of taking their 
money home to their wives and receiving 


personal expenses. 

It is seldom that there is trouble over 
giving the envelope to the wife. Work- 
ingmen believe in that. The difficulty 
Comes when the man wants to borrow 
his money and the wife refuses to give 
it to him. There may be special cases 
where wives drink or are shiftless or 
extravagant, where the husbend should 
control the income, but in the very large 
majority of homes the mothers. are 
tarifty women whe have learned how to 
make a dollar go much further than a 
man, unskilled in buying, can make it 
go. Once a man gets into the habit of 
taking a dollar or two from his en- 
velope the money goes for drink and his 
children suffer for the necessities of 
life until the next payday.’’ 

I was glad to hear Miss McQuade 
speak a valiant word for the wives who 
have sought her for so many years in 
time of difficulty. Considered literally, 
the pay envelope problem is of interest 
only to men of small earning power. 
But there is practically no household in 
which husbands and wives have not dif- 
fered now and then about the expendi- 
ture of money. 


When Law Takes Cognizance of 
Woman’s Value. 

It has always seemed queer to me 
that the only time the law undertakes 
to say what a woman is worth to her 
husband is when she has Ceased to be 
worth anything at all to him—that is, 
when she sués him for separation or di- 
vorce. Prior to that evil hour the law 
permits this matter to depend on the 
generosity of the husband or the wife's 
powers of cajolery. In “The Revolt of 
thé Angels“ Anatole France says of his 
heroine, Gilberte, and the young Mau- 
rice, upon whom she has fixed her at- 
fections: “Like most Frenchmen, Mau- 
rice was careful of his money, but Giil- 
berte did not look upon this as a seri- 
ous fault, for she thought a charming 
woman should understand how to make 
men generous.”’ a 

I have never been able to associate 
the ideas of love and money, but this 
must be abnormal. There are women 
who feel a thrill over the first pay en- 
velope that the first’ kiss could never 
inspire. There are wives who resent the 
fact that a pay envelope has lost its 
bloom. ‘ihey think 
them with the freshness of a snow- 
flake, the purity of a dewdrop; that 
those particular dollars should have 
au ved themselves up ever since leaving 
the mint for the day a cashier thrust 
them into John Smith’s pay ‘envelope 
and John Smith placed them in his 
bride’s hands. 

Now, these women may be wrong. 
Very likely they are. Still, the notion is 
widespread. Mrs. F. X. B. expresses it 
in the following letter: 

This Woman Has Reetived Husband's 
Salary 10 Years. 

Dear Miss Greeley-Smith: - I have 
been married 10 years. During that time 
my husband, who now makes $40 a week, 
but who earned §% when I married him, 
has never failed to bring me his weekly 
Salary. If he should fail to do so now I 
would feel that something in our part- 
nership had changed and that he had no 
longer the trust in me which he has 
shown since the day we were married, 
When he made $25 I handed him back 8.
